. As I agreed during our conference on Septerber 15, 
1958, I aa sotting forth below the proposed text of a new Rule 27 for | 
the Board of Registration in Medicine: ! 


"Personnel, whethor trained as laboratory or medical 
technicians or othorwiss, enzaged in laboratories 

or assisting in any way with work in the administra-. 
tion of chemical suvstances for bhe production of 
anesthesia, radiology, Roentgenolopy, chesiistry, 
hemotolozy, serolory, patnology, bacteriology, micro- . 
biology, toxicology, nistolory, cardiology, blood 
banking procedures, or other such studies or functions, 
shall not participate, assist, or in any other manner 
be engaged in the diagnosis or treatment of human 
disease unless such personnel are employed by and under 
the supervision of a responsible, properly qualified 
licensed physician, or are employees of a licensed 
hospital or infirmary," | 


You will recall that during our conference I expressed 
the opinion that this "rule" should bo mado apart of the substantive © 
law of the State rather than an administrative rule of the Board. There 
is soe doubt in my mind as to wkether RSA 32939, which authorizos tho 
Board to enact rules and regulations, 19 sufficiently broad to authorize 
tho Board to make a rule such as that quoted above which would have the 
effect of law, 


If the Board decides that it wishes to have the text 
of this rule in this or some other forn presented to the next session of 
ths Gsnsral Court in the form of a bill, we will be pleased to assist in 
any way possible, '
